HEARING 1S AT AN END

Prima Facle Case Made Ont by
the PProsecution.

SCHLENTZ IS HELD FOR COURT

Argunments Whish Could Not Be Refuted
Convinges the Alderman That
Schientz Should Be Made
to Face a Jury.

The Schilentz perjury hearing was
concluded before Alderman Millar last
evening and the defendant was held in
3300 bail to answer at court. John
Westptahl became hls bondsman, The
case was re-opencd by Muajor Warren
calling Hon. Alex Connell to the stand
to impeach the trutworthiness of the
witness, Charles Asperschlager, the
only man besldes SBchlentz who testl-
fled to having seén any irregularities,

Mr. Connell told how at a recent eléc-
tion Asperschlager came to him and
wanted money. Mr. Connell agresd to
recommend him as & watcher, but
when he drew the admlssion from As-
perschlager that he had secured 35
from the Democrats, he refused to en-
gage him and sent him to Mr. Simrell.

Mr. Watson objected to the admis-
slon of this testimony, but the alder-
man overruled the objectlon. During
the arguments for and agalnst the ad-
mission of this evidence Mr. walson
charged Mr. Warren with having ‘iml-
tated Asperschlager In refusing to
support the whole tlcket, “You are a
first-class llar,” #ajd the major in cool
and measured tones. I made speeches
and worksd hard In the Interests of the
whole ticket, and you know It Mr.
Watson swallowed the llie without a
murmur.

Major Warren's Argument.

In his argument Major Warren lald
particular stress upon that part of the
afdavit in which Schlentz swears that
Mr. Simrell “willfully and knowingly
violated the rules of the Republican
phrty,’’ showing /that there are no
rules of the Republican party govern-
ing primaries and that the customs
adopted for conducting them differ In
almost every election district. He held
that Schilentz (was gulity of wilful
erjury for not having at least taken
{he trouble to find out whether or not
there were such rules, before branding
two honest citizens as criminals, and
that he swore to something that was
not true and which he
about, as he voluntarily admitted.

The fact that twenty witnesses testi-
fled, sald Major Warren, that the elec-
was conducted openly and orderly,
rebuts any intention to defraud, and
the fact that there was no necessity
for any crooked work to elect Colonel
Ripple's delegates In his stronghold, the
First dlstrict of the Twentleth ward,
rebuts any motlve for fraud.

Then he attacked Schlentz's state-
ment in his afidavit that the ballot box
was out of the rooms “for & long space
of time" and drew the deadly parallel
by quoting Bchlentw's admission at the
hearing that Mr. Simrell was not gone
with the box over three or four min-
uaes.” Mr. Schlentz knows and any
sane man knows, sald Major Warren,
that he was swearing to what he knew
wag untrue when he swore that he
thought any irregularities might have
oceurred while the box was taken out
of the room, for it stands to reason that
it would take the quickest man that
was ever let live to change those bal-
lots, contained as they were In a nalled
box, during the three minutes which
elapsed from the tlme Mr. Bimrell left
the room for the cellar and came back
again.”

in concluding, Major Warren took oc-
caslon to show the true motive which
prompted  Schlentz's  instigutors in
bringing the prosecution and review-
ing briefly the points which he had par-
ticularly dwelt upon asked that the de-
fendant be held for court.

What Mr. Watson Said.

Myr. Watsontin opening for the de-

fense explained how the affidavit was

| drawn, how the suit was Instituted and

how he was connected with the case,
Then he went on to say In refutation
of & point made by Major Warren that
it was not, to his mind, as singular that
only two saw the lrregularities as thut
anybody at all saw them, for they must
have dome thesas things stealthily,

Bpeaking of the “long space of time,"”
Alr. Watson seid that three minutes
would be a long space of time for some
things but a sort space of time for
others. He hlinself would want only
sbout one minute to stull a ballot box
if he had made up his mind to do It,
and he wasn't very well posted on the
stuffing of ballot bexe= at that.

While Schlentz admitted that he was
not conversant with the rules he was
told by Charley Westpfhal that the
rules had: been violuted, and Charley
was an authority in Schlentz's eyes.
Henry Schlentz swore to what he be-
lleved was (rue, was Mr. Watson's
closing statement. He asked that his
client be discharged.

Alderman Millar, after a moment's
meditation, sald, “The court feels that
this man should be held in ball”
Schlentz and his bondsman, John
Westpfahl, thereupon stood up and
were bounden severally and Individ-
ually in the sum uLsaw.
